Grand Rapids, Mich., 
concludes in a recent 
issue of The Joornal 
of the Aroeiican Medi* 
cal Association, that 
the frail child prL!st;nt> 
liindamental characteristics: 
of fat, slenderness of muscle, 
in body development. The 
muscular insufficiencies of later life in frail 
women are common in frail children. Tbt* 
lessened ability ot such a woman to fulfil the 
duties imposed on her, the Kmitatiooa ^aced 
on her by bet lack of vigor and the unhappioess 
which such women in a state of fatigue endure 
are serious matters with her. More might In 
done in the way of prevention. The frail 
child should be more clearly rocogaizid and 
its tendencies more intclligeiirly fought. In a 
large number of instances it is possible to 
maintain a fair state of nutrition in such chil- 
dren and to direct them to a more vigorous 
womanhood. When such is uniformly done 
it will do away, to a certain extent, with the 
neurotic women who form such a problem in 

evory>day practice and in almost every spec- 
ialty.

Dewey la a full admlml of the 
United States nnvy, the highest rank- 
ing oOce held by nny ofllcer of either 
aervlce.
